ganization. 'Mr. Williams said the 
Institute spent’ $491,483.84' in free 
care and, treatment for. polio vic¬ 
tims from the entire eastern area 
of the United States during the 
year. Already this year, he added, 
the Foundation has expended more 
than $150,000. 

In addition to the almost half 
a million dollars spent on patient 
care, the Kenny Foundation expend¬ 
ed many more thousands of dollars 
to maintain an out-patient clinic, 
to train physicians and technicians 
in the proper administration of the 
Kenny treatment; In advancing the 
expansion program of the Kenny 
Foundation, and in subsidizing polio 
research at Columbia University 
and other research centers. 

Reporting on the public service 
rendered by the Kenny Foundation, 
Mr, Williams said the Eastern Ken- 
'ny Institute, in the Jersey Medical 
Center, provided 767,808 hours of 
free care and treatment to victims 
of infantile paralysis during 1949. 

With the 1950 appeal of the East¬ 
ern Kenny Foundation noiy jbi its 
third week, Mr. 'Williams urged the- 
public to ‘be generous in its con¬ 
tributions, pointing out that last 
year’s epidemic caused a terrific 
drain upon the resources of the 
Foundation. 

—-He-remphasized—that—polio -can 
strike anywhere, and at any time, 
and that the Kenny Foundation 
must be ready at all times to meet 
the onslaught of this disease. All 
areas are equally - vulnerable to po- 
lio, he said, and the Kenny Founcta- 
tion^Js ..prepared ..at all times to 
- awing _into_ actian_.to_help..any_com^_ 
munlty that experiences an out¬ 
break of 1 the disease. 

“Because the ^Kenny treatment 
has achieved the remarkably high 
record of 90 per cent of recoveries 
by polio ■ victims—greater than that 

of any other treatment— The de- ! 
mands .upon the Kenny Institute 
mount higher each year,” he 
asserted.

Nat¬ 
ional Foundation for Infantile 
•Paralysis* gave assistance in 357 
cases at a cost of $102,040 during 
the fiscal year ending in June; 
James F. Nilan, the chairman, has 
Just reported to the county officials. 
In a.letter accompanying the report, 
he polhted out that 50 per cent of 
all funds raised each January dur¬ 
ing the March of. Dimes, remains 
in Nassau for continuing care of 
thtf. county’s - polio victims. 

1 The other 50 per. cent, goes to the 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis -for research, education 
and epidemic aid. Any time the 
Nassau Chapter cannot meet the 
demands of a major polio outbreak, 
he added, it may fall on the total 
resources of the National Founda'- 
tion, both for equipment and finan¬ 
cial assistance.

Patients' hospital bills 
amounted, to $17,718; nursing ser¬ 
vices, $23,651, and salaries for two

Parking Meter Receipts 
Are Falling Behind 1949 

Receipts from Parking Meters are 
running more than $100 a week be¬ 
hind those of a year ago. Inquiry at 
the Municipal Building ‘revealed. 

Operation of Parking Meters was 
started Aug. 1, 1949, and receipts for 
the first month totaled $4,157.62. 
With the latter part of July ir^clu- 
ded those for August this year 
amounted to only $4,089£3; a diff¬ 
erence of $68.39. 

The income for the first week of 
August a year ago was $1,103.03. For 
the corresponding week this year, 
the figure was $912.01. The counts 
for the other‘weeks were as follows: 
Second, $1,059.52 and $918.78; third, 
$1,008.28 and $873.07; fourth, $976.79 
and $822.40. 

Originally the meters were oper¬ 
ated from 9 a. m. to 9 p. m., but on 
June 1, in response to the appeals 
of the Chamber of Commerce and 
the Merchants Association whose 
officers thought a change would 
boom business, the hours were 
changed from 9 a. m.* to 6 p. m.

Immedia tely affected will be all persons over the age of 65 who’ had 
a twitiimnm of-slx quarters of Social Security coverage and made at l east 
$50 monthly In that ’righteen months period. According to Mr. Form, 
head of the Federal Security Agency in Hempstead, approximately 800 
can immediately apply for these benefits. 

And perhaps even more important dollars are immediately available 
to World War II widows whose husbands had served about 16. to 18 
months prior to bpiiig killed,:regardless of whether they worked in jobs 
covered by Social'Security before going into service. 

Such widows may qualify for payments if ,they have minor children 
(under age 18). If they have remarried the widow’s benefits would be lost, 
but they-can still apply for their children’s.benefits. 

Those receiving 'benefits will have them automatically increased but 
those who did not formerly qualify should immediately contact the local 
Social Security office. These payments are retroactive only three months. 

All men in service between September 16, 1940 and July 24, 1947 will 
be credited with $160 per month in their Social Security A count for each 
month of service; if they had an honorable discharge. 

(Minimum payments have been increased from $10 to $20 per month 
and for..a and wife in retirement from $30 to $3750. Maximum sur¬ 
vivors’ benefits were formerly $85 and are now $1.50 per month. 

Ono outstanding feature of the new amendments is the so-called paid 
up annuity feature. After reaching age 75 a man will receive his full 
benefit whether he works or not. Formerly if a man worked in a job 
covered by Social Security and earned more than $15 monthly, his bene¬ 
fits were suspended. That minimum has been increased from $15 to $50 
per month.

New Examination Called 
For Postmaster Here 

There was much amazement on • 
the part of officials of the U. S. ' 
Civil Service Commission recently 
when no one filed an application to 
.take the examination for the Free- ; 
port postmastership which pays an 
: annual salary of $5,270. Time for j 
filing closed on Juily 25 and it was 
necessary to issue another announ¬ 
cement calling for the filing of ap¬ 
plications before Sept. 26. 

However, there Is one applica/tion 
jin already, that of Mrs. Mary Ban- 
nOn,'recently appointed to the office. 
Mns. Bannon explained that she did 
not realize she had to file an appli¬ 
cation with the U. S. C. S. C. When 
she took office she signed about 50 
different documents, she said, and 
supposed she would automatically 
be considered as a candidate for the 
job. • * ■’ 

If anyone else in Freeport aspires 
to the postmastership he or she may 
also file an application. 

Wo toe eligible for the examination j 
an applicant must be a citizen ’of’ 1 
the United States, must have ac¬ 
tually resided within the delivery 
of this post off fee,'or within the city 
or town in which the office is loca¬ 
ted, for at least one year immediate¬ 
ly preceding the date fixed for dose 
of receipt erf applications, must be in 
good physical condition, and within 
the prescribed age limits, certain 
waivers of the age limits being al¬ 
lowed persons granted veteran pref¬ 
erence. Both men and women are 
admitted. 

Under the terms of an Act of 
Congress, approved June 25, 1938, 
the Civil Service Commission’ will 
certify, .the names of the. highest 
three qualified eligibles to the Post¬ 
master General who shall thereup¬ 
on submit the name of the eligible 
selected to the President for nomi¬ 
nation. Confirmation by the Senate 
is the final action. Applicants will 
not be • required to assemble' in an 
examination room for written tests,' 
but will be rated on their education, 
business or professional experience, 
general qualifications and suitabil¬ 
ity.
